Pieces are being cut from dead 


bodies and roasted for food. 


CHILDREN SLAIN 


Children daily are being slain, the 


flesh strlppefl from their bodies and 
the carcasses thrown Into the rivers 


An Industrial director, who 
fled 


from the famine area, tells me that 
with his watch In hand, he saw twen- 
t>-three bodies of children float past 
in five minutes. He says that the 


voice of a child is seldom heard In 
the district now 
Thirty-six millions 


of souls, on the verge of starvation, 
are returning to cannibalism. 


The apocalyptic prophecy of moth- 


ers eating their own children is to be 
fulfilled a thousand-fold amid the 
richest markets and'resources In all 
the world 


Conscience, self-interest, humanity 


and profit call with unanimous voice 
to those who hold the world's fate 
In their hands Russia Is In the black- 
ness of a night of most terrible hor- 
rors 


And what can be done? The recon- 


struction of this land, ruined beyond 
precedent, but Intrinsically rich.

have been out of hand and, eecqnd, 
there was the feeling against the 
treaty exhibited at the Sinn Fein 
club's convention at Dublin on Wed 
nesday. 


Neither of thev, however, need be 


taken too seriously. They are after 
all but expressions of emotional ex- 
tremlst sections bred and matured in 
fho years of ferment. Tet they do 
serve to emphasize a need for the 
earliest possible appeal to people who 
must ultimately assume final respon- 
sibility. 


BOUNDARIES TROUBLESOME. 
The fixing of the boundary lines Is 


ijoing to be the most troublesome 
element in the near future. It should 
if possible be fixed now by consent 
but unfortunatelv neither side seem 
At present to approach it In a reas 
enable spirit. Falling such a settle 
ment now it should be allowed t 
stand over until such time as bot' 
Dublin and Belfast get settled dow 
to administering the respective areai 
as delimited In the act of 1920. By 
that time both may be imbued wit 
a due sense of responsibility. There 
Is no urgency, per se, for any ad- 
justment of the boundary.

William Jennings Bryan and a ten- 
acre plot surrounding the scene of the 
earlier life 'of ths now famous lec- 
turer, orator and statesman, located 
on & hill top southeast of Lincoln, has 
been offered tentatively to the Pres- 
byterian church as a permanent home 
and hospital for missionar es, teach- 
ers and members of families that have 
become incapacitated In the service o£ 
the church.

Youth's Companion:—The proposal 


that the United States shall remit the 
loans, amounting to som» ten billions 
of dollars, that it mads during the 
war to the Allied governments can- 
not be said to be popular. If It has 
friends in congress, most of them are 
silent, and the ordinary American 
citizen looks upon the proposal with 
suspicion. Though as a nation we are 
capable of generosity and moral en- 
thusiasm, we are also men of busi- 
ness, anfl we are uneasy lest some 
on» "put something 
over on us" 


Moreover, that instinctive susplaion Is 
assiduously fed by persons who have 
their own reasons for preventing our 
relations with France and Great Brit- 
ain from becoming too friekdly. 


But there are arguments in favor of 


such a course of which we ought to 
ha Informed.

partly to our sense of justic* and

We can 
have no general and satlsfaototy level 
of prosperity until Europe begins once 
more to prosper, and Europe cannot 
prosper until its load of debt is light- 
ened. To remit tho debt would make 
little difference in the end to Great

Italy and Belgium owe to it.

perhaps Serbia, and Poland, nations 
that are all In deep financial die- 
tress.

his approval and would soon be ad- 
opted 
This dispatch -aas so defin- 


ite and detailed as to be very con- 
vincing 
Neiertheleas, the American 


newspapers were «o unprepared for 
any gucb, outcome lhat they not 
only did not reprint this despatch, 
but actually, In some caies, printed 
articles deerjlns the rumor. 
That 


tfc* state of mind of America was 
Wtio"T ur-i-i-nred for this tieatj, 


January SI, according to an Assoc- 
iated Press despatch, Baron Ochidt, 
Japanese minister of foreign affairs, 
stated In substance that "the four- 
power treaty was not Intended to 
abrogate the Anglo-Japanese 
alli- 


ance, but rather to widen and extend 
It" 
Commenting on this, a distin- 


guished Democrat aays: "It would 
seem that instead of getting rid of 
this alliance, we have entered it, en- 
larged It, and changed the territory 
co-vered by it" 


Of course, neither this interpreta- 


tion made by a Japanese minister 
for Japanese consumption, nor am 
other one man's Interpretation of 


the four power pact, to to bt taken 
as final. 
Whatever li the true In- 


terpretation of the four power pact, 
and of Its effects, ultimately will be 
brought out by an abundance of de- 
•bate in the senate, which debate wtl 
be baaed on the language of the 
pact, and on tbe facts about its ne- 
gotiation, which facts some of the 
senators are energetically engaged

Today, Mr. Bastob, who has pur-
